DesxisvitLe, Cape May County, N. J., Feb.
27.—Fer a foew days past Cape May has been the
#cene of consldernble excitement, in consequence
of the breaking up by the people of a den
of thieves, and the arrest of the whole
gang, numbering seven. For yeara they have
infested the county, plundering snd atealing
from one end Lo the other, and some of them
had alrendy been inside the walls the State
Prison. Being a bold, wicked set of men, they
were known only to be feared.

The clreumstapces which at last aroused the
people, and which led to the rald upon them
and Lhelr subsequent arrest. are as followas:—
On the night of the Sth Instant, Mount Pleasant
and Seaville Stations, on the Cape May and
Millville Railroad, were broken Into and
plundered of property to the wvalue of several
hundred dollars. It was then generally belleved
that this sume goang were the perpelrators,
Since then various persons have had their out-
hiouses, suables, hen-roosts, etc., plundered, and
on Wednesday night, 22d, Dennisville became
the scene of thelr operations, and a number of

families were heavy losers in conse-
quen¢e, On Thursday various consulta-
tione were held among the people

of the village, and it was decided that on
Fridoy moraing a large force should make & rald
upon the settloment, which lesg in the woods
between Dennisville aud the Uourt House, and, if
possible, recover tha stolen property. Numbers
jolved them from peighboring villages, and the

parly, numbering about Alty, proceeded
in  wagons to the suspected territory.
Hire they were not Jlong In making

discoveries even beyvond their expectations,
Not only the goods which had a0 recently been
stolen were found, but some were ldentified
which has beon missing as long as two years,
some buried In boxes and barrels, some between
the weather-hoarde and plaster oy the houses,
most of them being found In the woods sur-
rounding their miserable habitationa.

Upon this evidence warrants were issued for
their arrest. The ringleader waa overtaken by
Constable Chester some miles away, and when
brought to bay showed fight, when Chester
Kpocked him down with the butl of his pistol
and secured him. His name is Facemyer. Five
others were arrested on that day—three of them
named Garrison, one Colwell, and one Corson.
On Saturday the search was continued, and
anotber arrest made—the elder Garrison.

All were lodged in jail, and on Bunday Sherif
Steelman, fearing an attempt to break jall,
placed an exira guard outside, well armed.
Proceeding luside, he warned the culprits as to
what would be the inevitable result of any at-
tempt on their parl to gain their freedom, and
aleo drew from them confessions as to where
other goods were secreted, which had thas far
failed to be disgovered.

It ia to be hoped that they will receive what
they so justly deserve, a long sentence to the
State Prison, and the community thus freed
from such depredations for vears to come,
